This custom—called “ lvnsvad,” a word derived from the leading ol the sac rifi< lal lamb 
is not looked upon as a religious ceremony, though it usually ends m a least, and may be the fullil 
inent of a vow or pledge It is otten used as an opportunity lor making peat e, a sign ol recon¬ 
ciliation between neighbours and friends whose relations have been strained by strife* and bloodshed , 
and often other motive's of pewmal interest art' attached, tor the one that “ leads ” the sacrifice* 
expects a reward, which, according to custom, must be a garment

These vary according to the religious belief of the eonlracting parties, but in almost all caics 
the dowry is the most important factor in the negotiations which precede the nuptial ceremony. 
Amongst the Jews it is paid by the parents of the bride, and becomes a serious impediment to 
subsequent divorce'. The laws regulating marriage* are made by the Rabbis, ana wiil depend' jn 
a great measure on tne state of civilization that has been readied by then people Amongst the 
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more ignorant ot the lower orders at the time the marriage contract is signed a paper of divorce¬ 
ment may be obtained, and for the two together discount is allowed The possession of this paper 
will enable the husband to maintain his authority over his wife and cause her to submit more 
willingly to his rule. If a man is disappointed in his wife he may even exercise his power to get 
rid of her for a badly cooked dinner He gives her the paper bought from the Rabbi and tells her 
to go But the divorce will not be complete without the return ot the dowry, unless the wife is 
guilty of a misdemeanour which brings dishonour upon the union 

It is a sm for a young man to remain unmarried, and poverty is no excuse when the dowry is 
furnished by the bride It is a disgrace to the family tor a daughter to be unmarried, and an 
indigent widow will appeal for contiilmtions towards the dowry of hei daughter.

blemish, and pronounced dead, boiling water is taken from the cauldrons and ponied over them ; 
the young men then set to work and pull off the wool When tins is finished the entrails are 
removed and burnt near the end of the bench, and the carcases prepared on spits—pole's about 
two yards long—for the pit of fire After they have been deposited in the flames a cover of wet 
earth is placed over the mouth of the pit to keep in the heat, and the roasting continues till 
midnight. 

All meet together in their respective families to eat the unleavened bread and bitter herbs, 
which are offered also to visitors if friendly and well disposed towards them 

Few strangers linger on the mountain to view the final scene, when all stand round the lumps

TtiF, igorots 

In ic Igorots live also in Northern Luzon, and may be roughly classified as Bon toe Igorots, 
Lepanto Igorots and Benguet Igorots. but the name Igorot has been loosely used to in< hide all 
the head-hunting peoples ol Luzon, and later became almost synonymous with wild , it will here be 
used 111 its stricter sense 

The Igorots are a hardy and industrious race of line physique, and are in colour a dark bronze 
They have straight black hair, which is cut in a fringe over the forehead. 

In the centre of each village, which usually contains a population ot three or four thousand, rs the 
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tribunal (see illustration on page 652), where the headman and elders meet to settle disputes and 
order the affairs of the community 

1 attooing is very fashionable, the pattern most common being ip arrangement of straight and 
curved lines, but more ambitious designs are sometimes attempted Both sexe* are fond of personal 
adornment 

The standard of iiior.ihtx amongst all sections ol the Igorots is very high, and the unmarried gnls

1 'here are no remarkable or original customs 
connected with marriage, which is aiianged by the 
parents of the bride* and bridegroom, on proper 
settlements being made The sexes, however, have 
plenty of opportunity of meeting at the great dancing 
feasts No priest is ne< essary to solemnize the contract, but one is often present to invoke the blessing 
of the spirits The essential feature is the symbolic al act of the couple feeding ea< h other out of a com¬ 
mon rice-dish The parents-in-law are treated with great respec t and the husband does not address his 
wife’s father and mother b> then names, and the wife show's the same* courtesy towards her husband’s 
parents. Polygamy is permitted, but, as 111 other places, is a luxury which only the 1 wealthy can afford.

suit is rejected This eommonsense basis oi marriage, however, is doubtless a factor which explains 



its jxTinaneiK e and stability. Having entered upon the union with such views, the husband is 
unlikely to be* unlaitlilul, and though his married life may be devoid of subtlety and charm, it has a 
security which is sound and orderly This security is increased by the* knowledge that the* party who 
seeks to disturb the marriage will have to pay compensation, or lose part ol the settlement made 
upon it. 

The Subanuns worship many spirits, amongst others the Spirits of the Sea, the Earth, the Woods, 
the Rivers and the Protector oi the Sick Their religion rests on a series of alleged revelations made 
from time to time to the medicine-men or shamans.

CHAPTKIi XXVII 

EGYPT. Ii/i II R HALL , M.A , FRA 

The separate and distinct nationality of the modem Egyptians is often lost sight of by writers of 
the present day One regards the Anerent Egyptians as a nation in every way distinct from its 
neighbours, but then modem descendants are very raiel\ tieated as a people s m generis. One 
speaks of " C'o]>ts ” and of “ Fellahin ” as if they were distinct races ; one credits the Copts with 
an exclusive right to descent from the Ancient Egyptians, and one regards the “ Fellahin ” as 
“ Arabs,” as if theyweie exclusively descended from the Moslem conquerors of the country The 
Egyptian Moslems aie themselves very largely to blame for this error. The common religious 
bond of Islam, that artificially abolishes national distinctions among Moslems, lias made the 
Muhammadan Egyptians feel themselves so akin to their Asiatic co-ieligiomsts that they call them¬ 
selves “ Arabs,” and have lost sight of their distinct Egyptian nationality and their common 
ianal connexion with the ( hristian Copts. And the latter, having preserved their continuity with 
the past, regard themselves, and until quite lately have generally been regarded in Euiope, as 
the sole descendants of the Ancient Egyptians. This is a complete mistake. 

1 he gicat majority of the modern Egyptians, whether Muhammadan or Christian, are of 
the same Nilotic race as the Ancient Egyptians. And to anyone familiar with the ancient 
monuments this is evident enough The figures, heads, features and colouring of the modern 
people, whether they call themselves ” Copts ” or ” Arabs,” are precisely the same as those of the 
Ancient Egyptians as they aie repiosented on the monuments, and are absolutely un-Semitic

then ( hiistian service in chinch The pnest blesses the bridal lings, and plates a crown tin the 
bnde’s head Mass is celebrated, the Sacrament being administered to all present.

One of the most lemaikable festivals ol Egypt is that (elehialed at ( aim <veiv \eai, when the 
Mahmal, or sacred litter, leaves the <itv to go to Mecea The litter (wlmh is not to hr confused 
w r ith the Ki swell, or Holy Carpet, which also goes to Mec ca) was originally s( i nt to Mecca with each 
yearly pilgrimage as an emblem of the royalty of Egypt nohoclx ever rode* oi rides in it ; it 
is purely a compliment to the Holy Place of Islam It is still taken in procession, borne on camel- 
back, from the Rumeleh Square neai the Citadel, and being a sort of emblem of the faithfulness 
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of Egypt to Islam, the procession (see illustration on page 0 q 5) always rouses the greatest 
enthusiasm among the populate, and enormous crowds gather to watch its departuie and also its 
return Actually the Mulunal is a pyiamidal election, iiclih worked with inscriptions and golden 
embroidery. The camel healing it is Ic'd and accompanied on foot by all the highest ‘ ultima 
(eleigy) ot Cairo, and is escoited by police and soldiers, the Govemoi, Ins staff and a

possessing ovei twelve thousand head of cattle and nearly sixty-four thousand sheep and goats 

The king, his children, grandchildren and great-grandelnldien comprise the 1 aristocracy, royal 
descent not being recognized beyond four generation- Every care is taken of the' king, and he 
is treated with much respect , formerly lie was not allowed to go to battle, and e\ en now he' newer 
move's without a bodyguard of some twelve or twenty men, well armed and ready to obey his 
slightest wash. His word is lawg and the hues lie imposes are paid with all reasonable speed The 
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of the king It vv.is also agreed 1h.it i1 was the kind’s wives who first complained of his mci easing 
age or senility, and desired his death 

It seems that no public annoinu einent of the kind’s death was made', but the news was 
allowed to spiead giadualh During the intei rc-gnum which occurml the strongest chiefs would 

decide all small matters, while 
more important affairs would 
be left until aftei tlu 1 ap 
pomtment of the new king, 
who would be chosen by the 1 
chiefs Apparently this choice 
was not supposed to be in¬

The new king is < onduc feel

not ajiproxc* ol the- newly- 
selected king this object be¬ 
comes so hea\ \ that it cannot 
be removed from the- shrine 
A sham tight takes jilace when 
these jieevple meet the- king- 
elect and his retinue, and the 
former are always successful, 
and after this they esc ort the- 
king-elect to Fashodn, where 
the' sacred object is carried

The king 
remains here for three days, when he is taken quietly to his royal residence at Fashoda, and a

I he southern part ol Koidofan lying to tlu west ol the White Nile and the tioith ol tin* Raln- 
eJ-(dia/al < onsists ol a flat plain dotted with a con-aderable number of rugged lulls and niimntuie 
ranges, tile highest of which reach to about tlnee thousand feet The Nuba, the natives ot these 
southern lulls, unlike their relatives of northern kordofan, have not .k ceptod Islam, and still live 
on as genial naked savages, paving a small tubute to Sudan gov eminent, but otheiv\ise maintaining 
then old habits and ( iisloms. They cannot be classed with the Xilotes, though it is possible that 
they <ue related to them, as they certainly aie to the mme ( iv di/ed bla< ks ol the lulls between tin 
White and Blue Niles within approximately the same parallels ol latitude These people, oi at 
least many ol them, pioless Islam, and tombs of ot thodox she\ khs ot holv men are to be found 
m many of their villages Hut their old heathen praitnes everywhere peimeaU their new 
religion The oval stone streaked with porridge and suirounded with offerings, vvliuli loims the 
lie. ids tone of a grave, is a survival ol an old ( nl t ol stones siuli as is < oimnoii among Semite's (see.'

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South of tli* 1 Dink.t and Mulluk the Han otcupv the comparatively hilly country on both banks 
of the White Nile*, their settlements being seldom more- than thirty miles from the river. I he^ 
are divided into sections, each having a chief who is recognized as the head of affairs m the conv 
mumt\, and is a rainmaker, and therefoie enjoys great piestige so long as lie is behoved capable' 
of bringing the ram in the right season , but should he* fail, there is, or was, eveiv chance of his being 
killed 

The chief weapons of the Han aie fmely-wmught lances and bows, with which they use* much- 
barbed arrows made ol worked non I hey seldom c any shields, as they arc* not easy to handle 
with bows ,mcl anows, and impede their rapid increments, which an* the* chief feature of Ban

warfare. The men ,ue wmitiois from childhood, and the boys are constantly practising the* use of 
the* bow and arrow and lances, in the handling of which they acquire remarkable skill 

Both sexes are tall and the men very lank, lean and powerful ; they go naked, but smcai 

their bodies with ashes, or with red ochre and grease, while the women wear a tanned leather apron 
before and behind reaching nearly to the knees, and under this a neatly made fringe of strings of 
finely spun cotton thread suspended from a leather holt. 

They are a pastoral people possessing large herds and flocks, but they also cultivate* the land 

to a considerable extent, and grow quantities ol corn, which they store in granaries made of 

wickerwork smeared with day and cow-dung and thatched with grass. These granaries are 
supported on upright pedestals of hard wood or stone, in older to protect the corn from the 
ravages of the white ants, which arc* very numerous and which devour everything to which they 
can gain access. 
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Tiii'ii huts arc round and contain an inner chamber, which can only be approached on all fours 
through a naumv entrain e, not more than twenty-four me lies high The w.ills of this innei room 
are composed of wattle and clay neatly plastered over with cement, and this chamber distinguishes 
the huts of the Ban from those of other Nilotic tribes The huts are extiemely neatly made, and 
ra<li is surrounded by a small court covered with a cement made from the clay of the white' ant¬

'file rammakmy < hiefs alway s huild their villages on the slopes of fairly high hills in order to 
dr.iyv the rain more easily, as the moistuic from the clouds is precipitated by the lulls Their huts 
aie conical in shape, and usually each is surrounded by a bamboo fc nee, while sometimes the whole' 
village* may he enclosed by a stockade In the early years of this century the chief rainmaker was 
one Ledju, who was believed to possess cither extraordinary powers besides that of rainmaking;

Jf the image maintains a wooden silence the man is doomed to die , and in many cases does die, 
either fiom leiror or hom one of those mystenous causes common among believeis in fetish 
Everybody is period ly satisfied with the decision, as its judgment is considered infallible, and its 
powers as great as they are mysterious. These poweis, so a Yamarna informed the wntei, are 
imparted to the Minsen when it is anointed with the Yassi medicine, without which it could not 
perform its functions. After its anointing it can communicate with the medicine. 

At the funeral rites lor a \assi woman, the body, coveted bva country cloth, is placed upon a 
mat, whic h the W'omen of the older eairy round the house, dancing and singing to the noise of the 
long wooden dium and the- shake-shake sehguras of the women.

Marrtagk in Mendiland can very rarely be made from affection , in nearly every case it is a mar¬ 
riage of convenience or of family arrangement I11 the more remote districts wives can still be 
frankly bought , although among those* on whom civilization lias had some influence the actual sale 
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is politch disguised by such terms as “ betrothal presents,” “ wuie-monev,” and so on. Money oi 
its equivalent al\va\ s has a good deal to do with the mattei

A girl may be betrothed almost as soon as she is born, but supposing she- is old enough to make 
a ( hoice, the present is shown tier, the ob|ec t ot the deputation explained to hei.and although she 
may never have seen the aspirant to her hand, she may either accept or refuse the pi (sent Jf she 
accepts it, it is tantamount to consenting to the engagement and she* will send him a return present. 
The w^ay is then clear to treat with the parents, which is an expensive aflair, as ” wine-money” lias 
to be paid or arranged for ” Wine-money” has no lixed value, but naturally the bigger the ” wine- 
money ” the greater the hold upon the girl, who has then little chance of breaking her engagement.

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Sometimes additional privileges are desired. It may, for instance, be thought well that the girl 
should make a " life marriage ” , that is, that, in the event ol the husband dying, the wile should 
remain married to the family for her life-time and should become the wife of one of its members , 
a custom which prevailed among the Jews of olden times, and on which the Jewish idyll of Ruth 
and Boaz is based In Mendiland such an extia privilege must be paid for. 

Sometimes in the Mendiland bush one tomes across two little erections of stic ks and grass thatch 
of a very primitive description neai together, one, however, being smaller than the other. These 
are known as “ Twin houses,” because they are associated with the Sabo Medicine, which can only 
be worked by twins (see illustration on page 781). These twins need not be the children of the

The applicant must not go direct to the twins, but must first consult a ” Tor-Tor Behmor,” or 
” country fashion ” man. This personage is many degrees below the Muhammadan Mori magician, 
and is more readily available when quickly required , he works ” country fashion,” his charms are 
at hand, frequently consisting of stones, little bundles of made-up concoctions, and all kinds of things, 
either for wearing about the person, placing on trees, on pathways, around houses and so forth.

On tilt' top of the boaid on each side' arc' six hole's, dec']) and wide enough to admit tile tips of the 
first and second fingers of the right hand , these hole's arc' calk'd “ towns,” eac h hole or town being 
garrisoned by four war-boys, usually repiesentecl by beans The twelve towns being occupied 
by their pioper complement of war-boys, it is the ob]ec t of one party to vanepush or ” eat up ” 
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tin- other. The game continues until the armies are both so reduced that no moie remain on cither 
side, the victorious player being the one who has taken most prisoners. Every town will possess 
a “warn” board, and so infatuating is this game to the Mendi man that he will ha\e a game

concerned with niamage, and will best be considered undei that heading With boys, then 1 is 
usually some religious element The Head-Hunters assemble their youths at about the age* of 
ten, amidst drumming and blowing ol hoi ns, each candidate being smeaied all oyer with 
grease after haying been shaved dean The grown-up men piesent (who have been dunking 
beer so as to make them leel leally lehgious) then beat the youths until they (the men) aie 
tired. Then the chief priest gives the boys certain inhumation, and wains them to keep away 
from women until the ceiemomes have' been completed , and, after having been given switc lie's with

()He*rmg~. to spirits are made by the great majority of tribes The Swahili believe that I inns ot 
spirits inhabit big or remarkable trees, such as a sycamore or baobab, and offerings arc* sometimes 
made at their foot. The offering to the* spirits of the* dead shows itself with these people in the* 
Saclaka, or offering of alms at the grave of the departed. J11 a time ol trouble flic* Swahili will 
prepare food and visit the grave ol father or mother, afterwards distributing the food to the poor. 
Perhaps the* Ziyara, or Arab pilgrimage, to a grave originated in some* such heathen custom 

The Ikiganda think that the spirits of dead kings enter the bcadwork frames which arc* kept 
in the tombs of the dead (see illustration on pagexxn). Succeeding kings pay periodic al visits to

The African understands a man being killed in battle, but does not recognize that it is possible 
to die of si< kness or old age It lit' set's no \isible wound, he assumes that the man has been killed 
by witt lit raft It is then neeessarv to find the wizard or witch Either an enemy is suspected 
or the witt h-doctor is t ailed in to lot ate the murdeier Even fairly civilized natives, like the Swahili, 
firmly believe that a person tan he killed bv having a horn put in his path or a spell t ast over him 
Thev also believe 1 hat witt lies are in the habit of eating the dead, anti it is chiefly for this reason 
that they cause death

The Baziba son wears a string round his neck to which are attached two hits of wood, i(.‘pre¬ 
senting fatliei and mother, as each dies the corresponding piece of wood is t hi own away 

The widows of the deceased generally go to the eldest son or the brother, varying with different 
tribes As a rule they cannot marry again until a certain pound of mourning is ovei, and then not 
without consent of their guardian 

With the Sw'ulnli the widow has to go into retirement for three months, called Kiikcti nahda. 
She may not go out dining this time, but may be visited by relations, .she cairies a long stick in 
her hand and wears sandals.

Thi' chief in-timnenl in practically e\eiy tribe is the drum , with the Masai it is the only instru¬ 
ment It is made of a hollowed log, with a skin stretched over the end. The skin is generally that 
of a goat, but is sometimes that <>1 a monitor or big lizard The drum occurs in all sizes and 
figures largely in e\er\ t eromony , it is sounded for peace, for war, to produce rain, as an alarm, 
and as a telegraph Dances an* held in honour of almost every event, and at these the drum 
and beer-drinking are the chief features The Sese islanders and the Manyema signal to each other 
by drum-beats 

The drum is used by the Swahili, in conpinction with sacrifices, to exorcize demons When a 
person is supposed to be possessed of an evil spirit (pagawa tut Shi it uni) the medicine-men direct 
that a drumming shall be held and the sacrifice of certain animals made. At the expiration of the 
drumming, winch mav last for many days without a pause, the evil spirit departs.

The Awemba, however, 
should be noticed, as it is amongst these* that the* native* traditions seem to be carried out to a 
greater extent than amongst tlu* more* powerful Barotse 

At the birth of a child the* nurse*, who is usually an old woman, receives the confession of the 
mother, who confesses all the- sins of her life, and such confidences arc* regarded as sacred. Accord¬ 
ing to Charlotte Mansfield “ The* newly-born child is first washed, and then a little salt is placed in 
its mouth, after which the* nurse hands it back to the* mother, and invites the father to enter the 
hut. The* child is given to him, and after he* has looked at it he re turns it to the* mother It the* 
birth has occurred during the clay, he* then goes out lmmediutelv to inform the* neighbours.

One of the famous brant lies of the Zulu nation pressed northward at the great (‘migration to 
Northern Rhodesia, and became famous m war as the Angom Their territory w*as around the 
lower part of Lake Tanganyika, and although at the present day their fierce raids amongst 
neighbouring tribes have been c urtailed, they still carry on the many traditions of the Zulu race, 
and the\ claim that they have never been beaten by the Avvemba, the most powerful tribe 
bordering on the Angom territory 

Another mteiesfing country, better known perhaps than Northern Rhodesia, is that of 
Nyasaland, bordering on Lake Nyasa, of whirli there is little to say that would be* comparable with 
the backward state of othei tribes m Central Africa, as the whole country is being so rapidly 
< lvihzcd that savage customs which, m the days of Livingstone, obtained amongst the natives, arc 
becoming things ol the past 

From what has been said it will be gathered that in the Southern portion ol the African Continent 
there arc 1 a gieat manv principal tribes of natives, and the number of subsidiary tribes is also vcr\ 
great indeed The customs which prevail, however, aie the customs of the dominating native races 
with variations introduced to gratilv local imagination l>ut, generally speaking, it may be said 
that before another generation has passed awav the influence of civilization will have asserted itself 
all over Central and Southern Africa, and the* white race* will then be fac <* to lace with the great 
problem of whether the* educated black races, in all their millions, as they will be then, are to return 
to the possession of the lands which belonged to their savage forefathers, and which they lost by 
the aggressiveness ol the white man, or whe tlier the white man and black wall work together for 
tile development of this rich and fertile territory. 
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Children .ire left to themselves from a \ er\ e.irl\ age Then mothers look after them physicallv 
with great caic, and while they an* unable to walk, eairv them on their backs devotedly, whethei 
working in the fields or occupied m the house (see illustration on page 8 oq) But moral and 
intellectual education in the family does not exist, and a child grows up with all its detects 
unheeded and uncorn<ted

of tin* lunai yeai, is espe< lally evil for ordinary births, it being believed that those arriving dining 
it will turn out wicked, and will be the (ause of their parents’ deaths or will .it least ill-treat them , 
but for the birth of prunes it is favourable, for the Malagasies say that to be* a great and famous 
prince you must be wicked and trample even one under toot Usually the poor little wretch bom 
in Uakaosy is buried alive or drowned In some cases the parents lay it at the entrance of a cattle- 
pen, and if the cattle go in without crushing it. then the omen is propitious, and the dnld is taken 
up and ieared At other times rt is exposed m an open field and Jeff to its fate Some charitable 
woman may, if she like, rescue it and adopt it, but it never goes back to its own family

and prevails throughout Madagascar Then* are spots which arc fady to everyone, while others 
are so to certain families or even certain individuals only There are c\cn fady davs, during which 
no business may be undertaken or journey made There are also fady words, which art' no longer 
pronounced and which aie therefore disappearing from the language- such as those* which entered 
into the names of the Sakaln\a kings and might not be used after then death The* fady has really 
a religious character, its aim being to a\eit the wiath of the spirits and to gain their fax our 

One c annot properly speak of .1 moial code among the Malagasies. One might say that their 
religion authorizes anything and recognizes no sins except failure's to observe the external formalities ; 
and these sins can he purged by the smallest offerings At the moment of death many Malagasies

Before* describing the very interesting funeral customs of Madagascar, w r e must mention two 
ceremonies, 011c* called batidra, or blood brotherhood, by winch two parties enter into a mutual 
and solemn pledge ol friendship, and the* other, whose* object is at once to cure certain disease's and 
to thank God for the cure It obtains especially rn the west and south of the island, and is called 
Hilo or Sal a manga. Patients subjected to this manner of treatment are considered to be possessed 
by a devil, who must he driven out In A1 able the* dexM is railed /Idis, which the Malagasy have 
changed to Bilo ; a term employed alike for the evil spirit, cause* of all the ill, and for the exorcism. 
The sufferer is taken out of the village to a large open space, where there has been specially erected 
a little platform, ten or twelve feet high, ascended by a primitively built stair (see illustration on 
page 8CJ7). At the foot of this there* are ranged on the one* side all the people of the neighbourhood,
